For  the  past  ten  years  or  more  the  pace  of  change  in  the  University  was  in 
the  direction  of  expansion.  Enrolments  have  soared,  buildings  sprang  up 
almost  over  night,  and  substantial  increases  in  the  numbers  of  academic  and 
support  staff  have  been  the  order  of  the  day.  Now  all  this  is  about  to  change. 
The  pendulum  has  already  begun  to  swing  in  the  opposite  direction  as  shown 
by  the  loss  of  public  sympathy  for  the  problems  we  face. 

Since  the  development  of  any  nation  is  dependent  upon  the  quality  of  the 
education  of  its  citizens  the  alarming  new  trend  in  the  reduction  of  govern- 
ments' financial  support  to  universities  can  only  retard  the  intellectual 
growth  and  vitality  of  Canada  for  years  to  come.  So  far.  Western  has  been 
able  to  cope  with  high  rates  of  change  we  face,  thus  avoiding  the  trauma  of 
future  shock.  I  trust  we  will  continue  to  do  so,  but  the  race  will  be  a  close  one. 

All  of  this  means  that  we  will  continue  to  need  your  support  as  alumni. 
While  universities  always  need  money,  it  is  not  as  widely  known  that  they  also 
need  moral  support  as  well.

The  aim  of  this  year's  orientation  program 
was  to  create  a  wide  choice  of  social  and 
academic  stimili  —  "a  more  sophisticated 
approach.

sometime  foolish  and  immature  orientation  antics  however,  as  in  every  end 
eavour.  there  are  always  exceptions  But  the  real  purpose  of  residence  or 
ientation  is  to  bring  people  together  who  often  come  from  distant  points  ana 
varied  backgrounds  This  is  important  if  these  new  residents  are  to  live 
with  one  another  for  the  following  seven  months 

Rules  and  regulation  change,  as  does  the  type  of  person  living  in  residence 
for  example.  Men's  residences  now  have  24  hour  open  house  and  Saugeen  Mait 
land  is  semi-coed  Many  of  these  and  other  changes  have  come  about  via  the 
hard  work  of  the  Residents' Councils 

Residence  for  many  is  an  enjoyful  environment  a  mix  of  academic  studies 
with  the  not  so-academic  side  such  as  the  waterfights,  parties,  birthday 
dunkmgs  and  the  inter-residence  rivalries.  Lifetime  friends  are  often  the 
result  of  this  interaction  —  an  asset  often  as  valuable  as  the  university 
education  itself. 

The  President  of  Medway  Hall  summed  up  his  feelings  towards  residence  life 
in  the  following  way;  'The  one  aspect  of  residence  living  that  deserves 
emphasis  is  to  understand  that  residence  is  an  arena  where  individuals  from  a 
variety  of  backgrounds  interact  It  is  this  interaction'  which  is  extremely 
valuable,  for  in  this  process,  a  person  s  beliefs  lifestyle  and  values  are 
tested  —  with  the  end  result  of  these  beliefs  lifestyles  and  values  being 
modified,  usually  for  better 


In  residence  a  person  is,  known  by  his  name,  not  by  his  student  number  To 
many,  this  makes  university  life  |ust  a  little  less  impersonal 
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What  IS  a  Homecoming''? 

To  an  undergraduate  it  usually 
means  a  fall  weekend  at  the 
University  that  somehow  is  a  little 
different  from  the  rest  of  the  term. 
It  means  friends  —  both  male  and 
female  —  are  expected  for  good 
times.

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This  year  the  Track  and  Field  Mustangs 
finished  third  behind  Queens  by  '2  point 
as  the  University  of  Waterloo  won  its 
fourth  consecutive  OUAA  championship. 
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The  UWO  cross-country  team  successfully  defended  its  Canadian 
Intercollegiate  title  by  defeating  runner  up  University  of  British 
Columbia  in  Fredericton,  New  Brunswick. 

Five  Western  runners  finished  in  thetopten  and  Grant  McLaren  ^40 
above)  captured  his  second  individual  title  in  three  years. 
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The  tennis  Mustangs,  the  perennial 
bridesmaids,  lived  up  to  tradition 
again  this  year.  After  breezing 
through  the  Western  Division  OUAA 
chamipionships,  the  team  suc- 
cumbed to  the  Toronto  Varsity 
Blues,  the  Eastern  champs,  3-2. 

The  Western  Division  title  win 
marked  the  first  time  that  UWO  has 
ever  taken  the  team  championship 
since  play  was  divided  into  two 
sections. 
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UWO  captured  the  Western 
division  title  and  were 
runnerupto  Queens  in  the 
OUAA  championships. 


The  Soccer  Mustangs  did  not  have  an  outstanding 
season  but  the  team  does  deserve  credit  for 
their  dedication  in  a  season  where  football 
dominated  all  sports  interest  and  column  space. 

Larry  Marsh  was  named  the  Soccer  team's  Most 
Valuable  Player. 
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Western's  Rugger  squad  completed  another 
successful  season  by  finishing  second  in  OUAA 
standings.  The  team  outscored  its  opponents 
100-37  over  the  year  and  finished  with  a  6-1 
record.  Top  point  getters  were  Dommer  Wellstead 
with  32  and  Hugh  Thopson  with  13. 
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The  UWO  Rowing  Team  was  rewarded  with  3  Championships  at  the  1971 
OUAA  Meet  held  in  St.  Catherines.  Upwards  to  fifty  hopefuls  tried  out  for 
the  16  varsity  (senior  &  ligtweight),  8  junior  varsity  and  16  novice  seats, 
together  with  the  coxwains.  Delivery  of  a  new  shell  completed  the  fleet  of 
three  eights,  with  which  Coach  "Doc"  Fitz-James  hoped  to  return  the 
rowing  title  to  Western. 

The  competitive  season  lasted  six  weeks,  during  which  the  senior  varsity 
crew  were  victorious  5  times,  the  lightweight  varsity  4  times  and  the  ju- 
nior varsity  6  times.  Together  with  good  performances  by  the  novices, 
Western  was  able  to  completely  outclass  the  opposition  in  the  point 
scores  for  the  Eastern  Canadian  Intercollegiate  Rowing  Association  and 
OUAA  titles.

THINKING 
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An  intercollegiate  sport  that  receives  lit- 
tle support  is  skiing.  This  year's  team  was 
captained  by  Doug  Mitchell  an  A  racer  in 
the  Southern  Ontario  Ski  Zone.  The  team 
had  problems  at  the  OUAA  champion- 
ships. However,  a  freshman  skier,  Keith 
Macdonald,  won  the  University  of  Toron- 
to Invitational  Slalom  by  a  big  margin 
over  the  OUAA  Champion. 

The  girls'  team  won  the  OUAA  champion- 
ship. Cindy  Fiske  lead  the  team  with  a 
first  in  the  Slalom,  second  in  the  Giant 
Slalom  and  first  in  the  all  important  over- 
all standings. 
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It  looked  for  a  while,  very  late  in  the  season  that  the  Basketball  Mustangs  were  on  the  verge  of  re- 
writing the  Cinderella  story. 

Much  to  everyone's  surprise  they  finished  the  regular  season  tied  for  second  place  with  the  Guelph 
Gryphons,  winning  eight  and  losing  four  games. 

In  quarter-final  action,  for  a  berth  in  the  OUAA  Championships  Western  then  knocked  off  the  Gry- 
phons 90  to  81. 

It  was  not  until  the  Mustangs  met  a  fired  up  York  squad  that  their  hopes  for  bringing  a  second 
major  Canadian  Intercollegiate  title  to  Western  in  the  same  year  were  finally  crushed. 
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The  hockey  coach  was  fresh  from  a  year  off,  and  the  toughest  college  hockey  team  in  the  coun- 
try wasn't  in  the  same  league  any  more.  So  the  Mustangs,  helped  more  than  a  little  by  some 
good  hockey,  came  first  in  the  OUAA's  Western  Division,  the  first  time  Western  has  reached  the 
top  spot  m  eight  years  of  inter-collegiate  hockey. 
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"It  was  an  excellent  year,"  says  coach  Ron  Watson,  who  came  back  from  a  year's  sabbatical  leave  at 
the  University  of  Wisconsin  with  two  objectives  —  to  win  twice  the  number  of  games  the  team  won  in 
1970-71.  and  to  finish  first.  The  IVlustangs  did  both. 

But  the  season  wasn't  excellent  enough  to  topple  the  University  of  Toronto  Varsity  Blues,  who  always 
loomed  like  a  thundercloud  in  the  distance,  and  who  went  on  to  win  the  Canadian  championship. 
However,  the  club  scored  126  goals  in  19  games  as  they  played  a  wide  open,  entertaining  brand  of 
hockey. 
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This  year's  Mustang  Wrestling 
team  were  OUAA  runnerup  Champ- 
ions. Guy  Zink  won  the  George 
Oliphant  Trophy  as  the  team's 
Most  Valuable  Member. 


SWIMMING 


The  1971-72  swimming  story  can  be  told  in  two 
names  —  Bill  Kennedy  and  Doug  Darling.  Kennedy  set 
a  Canadian  College  record  in  the  200  yard  butterfly 
event  in  early  March,  while  Darling  went  undefeated  in 
OUAA  diving  this  season. 

The  Mustangs  won  five  of  their  eight  dual  meets, 
including  a  3-1  record  in  OUAA  competition.  That  one 
loss  was  a  narrow  59-54  loss  to  the  University  of  To- 
ronto, en  route  to  the  school's  12th  straight  league 
championship. 

The  Western  team  also  won  two  in  a  row  from 
American  schools,  Oakland  and  Wayne  State  Jan.  29 
and  Feb.  5.  the  first  such  feat  for  a  Western  team  un- 
der present  coach  Bob  Eynon. 

Western  had  good  years  from  Craig  Gauld,  Ken  Fow- 
ler. Cliff  Barry,  diver  Dave  Rock,  and  two  freshman, 
John  Buisza  and  Bert  Chesworth,  but  Kennedy  and 
Darling  were  the  mainstays  of  the  squad. 

Darling  failed  to  come  first  in  a  diving  event  only 
once  before  the  Canadian  championships  in  Quebec 
City.  Against  Oakland  Jan.  22,  he  placed  second  be- 
hind Oakland's  Jack  Parder  in  the  three  metre  event. 


He  also  set  two  pool  records  at  home  against  Wayne 
State,  when  he  chalked  up  258.20  points  in  the  one 
metre  and  241.50  in  the  three  metre  event.  And  Feb.  9 
at  Mac  he  set  a  one  metre  team  record  with  a  score  of 
267.55.  That  day,  besides  winning  the  one  and  three 
metre  events,  he  also  swam  with  the  inning  400  yard 
freestyle  relay  team. 

But  Darling,  the  favourite  in  the  OUAA  finals 
couldn't  do  better  than  third  in  the  one  metre  and 
fourth  in  the  three  metre  at  the  CIAU  finals.  The  only 
Western  swimmer  to  win  a  Canadian  championship 
was  19  year-old  Bill  Kennedy,  a  second-year  Arts  stu- 
dent from  London  who  set  a  Canadian  College  record 
for  the  200  yard  butterfly  with  a  time  of  1:58.3. 

This  year  Kennedy  also  won  22  events,  tied  for  first 
place  once,  set  11  and  tied  one  team  record,  and  es- 
tablished four  new  marks  for  Spencer  Memorial  Pool 
in  Thames  Hall. 

Although  Kennedy  may  retire  after  this  year's 
Olympics  Bob  Eynon  does  have  some  talent  in  reserve; 
Darling  will  probably  be  back  and  Eynon's  freshman 
swimmers  will  give  him  a  few  pleasant  moments  in  the 
next  few  years. 


WOMEN'S  ATHLETICS 


It  was  a  good  year  for  women's  athletics,  too.  The 
ladies  brought  home  two  national  championships,  two 
OWIAA  titles,  and  came  within  a  game  of  a  second. 

The  ski  team  did  it  first,  beating  out  Queen's  for  the 
Ontario  title  at  Collmgwood  on  Feb.  11.  Then  the  bas- 
ketball and  volleyball  teams  both  came  through  with 
Ontario  titles  and  went  on  to  the  nationals. 

The  basketballers  bowed  to  the  University  of  New 
Brunswick  Red  Bloomers  57-52,  then  beat  Bishop's 
54-42  in  the  consolation  round. 


The  same  day,  the  volleyball  team  went  to  Sudbury 
and  beat  Dalhousie  three  times  in  a  row  to  win  the 
Canadian  title,  only  the  second  time  it  has  been 
awarded. 

The  hockey  team  came  close,  winning  over  Queen's 
in  the  semi-final  before  bowing  3-0  to  Guelph  in  the 
final.  The  Mustangettes  had  finished  second  to  Guelph 
by  a  point  duringthe  regular  season. 
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DR.  G.  EDWARD  HALL  1908-1972 


Dr.  G.  Edward  Hall,  President  and  Vice-Chancellor 
of  The  University  of  Western  Ontario  from  1947  until 
his  retirement  in  1967,  died  February  1 1  at  the  age  of 
64. 

Dr.  Hall  joined  the  University  in  1945  as  Dean  of 
Medicine  following  an  outstanding  career  in  medical 
research.  His  earliest  ambition  had  been  to  become  a 
sheep  farmer  but  shortly  after  graduating  from  the 
Ontario  Agricultural  College  he  met  Sir  Frederick 
Banting,  and  that  ambition  was  diverted  into  new  and 
exciting  channels.  In  1929  he  became  a  Research  Fel- 
low at  the  University  of  Toronto's  Banting  Institute.  By 
1936  he  had  earned  his  MSA,  MD,  and  Ph.D.  His  medi- 
cal degree  was  achieved  by  passing  three  years' 
examinations  after  one  year  of  study,  and  his  Ph.D. 
research  in  heart  disease  earned  the  Reeve  Prize  for 
Medical  Research. 

In  1939,  just  10  years  after  receiving  his  first  de- 
gree, he  was  made  a  full  professor  in  the  Faculty  of 


Medicine,  Banting  Institute.  Here  he  carried  out  not- 
able research  in  association  with  the  late  Sir  Frederick 
and  as  a  result  of  this  work.  Dr.  Hall  in  1944  was  elect- 
ed a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada. 

The  remarkable  range  and  significance  of  his  re- 
search earned  him  a  reputation  as  a  respected  scholar 
which  continued  to  grow  throughout  the  war  years. 
Already  interested  in  the  effect  of  high  altitudes  on 
pilots.  Dr.  Hall  formed  a  medical  research  committee 
for  aviation.  By  the  end  of  the  war  he  attained  the  rank 
of  Group  Captain  in  the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force.  In 
1942  he  was  awarded  the  Air  Force  Cross  for  his  serv- 
ice as  Director  of  Aviation  Medical  Research,  the  first 
non-flying  RCAF  member  to  be  so  honoured. 
After  only  two  years  as  Dean  of  Medicine  at  Western, 
Dr.  Hall  was  appointed  President  and  Vice-Chancellor 
on  the  retirement  of  Dr.  W.  Sherwood  Fox.  At  39  he 
was  the  youngest  university  or  college  president  in 
North  America. 
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During  his  20  years  in  office.  Dr.  Hall  piloted  the 
growth  of  Western  from  a  regional  institution  of  2900 
students  to  a  major  Canadian  university,  second  larg- 
est m  Ontario,  with  a  student  population  of  over  8000. 

This  period  of  remarkable  growth  was  accompanied 
by  a  series  of  academic  innovations  and  improve- 
ments. The  Faculty  of  Graduate  Studies,  established  in 
1937.  became  one  of  largest  in  Canada.  The  School  of 
Business  Administration  was  established  and  earned 
an  international  reputation.  The  School  (now  Faculty) 
of  Nursing  and  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  were  moved 
onto  the  main  campus,  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry  was 
founded  and  an  agreement  was  reached  with  the  Lon- 
don Health  Association  to  build  the  University  Hospi- 
tal on  land  adjoining  the  University  Health  Sciences 
Centre. 

The  Faculties  of  Engineering  Science  and  Law,  the 
College  (now  Faculty)  of  Music  and  the  School  of  Li- 
brary and  Information  Science  were  also  established 
while  Dr.  Hall  was  president.  He  also  saw  Althouse  Col- 
lege become  part  of  Western  in  1965. 

Dr.  Hall's  achievements  as  a  leader  in  higher  educa- 
tion were  recognized  by  his  colleagues  both  in  Canada 
and  abroad  when  they  elected  him  to  several  posts  of 
honour.  He  was  made  President  of  the  Association  of 
Universities  and  Chairman  of  the  Association  of 
Commonwealth  Universities  from  1963  to  1965. 


Many  honorary  degrees  were  conferred  upon  the 
late  president  in  recognition  of  his  work  at  Western 
and  in  medical  research.  The  Doctor  of  Science  de- 
gree was  conferred  by  Western  in  1970  and  Dr.  Hall 
received  honorary  degrees  from  the  Universities  of 
Guelph,  Laval,  London,  Madras,  Queen's,  Toronto  and 
Windsor. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Northern  Life  Assurance  Company  of  Cana- 
da. This  position,  combined  with  other  business  direc- 
torships and  a  consultant's  study  on  air  pollution  for 
the  Government  of  Ontario,  occupied  his  time  and  in- 
terests after  his  retirement  from  the  university. 

In  tribute  to  Dr.  Hall,  President  D.  C.  Williams  said 
that  with  the  passing  of  Dr.  Hall  "the  University  has 
lost  the  man  who  more  than  any  other  gave  Western 
its  character,  while  Canada  has  lost  one  of  its  most 
distinguished  educators." 

Alumni  Association  President  William  C.  McPhillips 
remembers  when  he  was  a  student  during  Dr.  Hall's 
presidency:  "Dr.  Hall  made  a  profound  impression  on 
me  when  I  was  an  undergraduate  student  and  later  as 
a  graduate.  He  was  down-to-earth,  approachable,  and 
easy  to  talk  to.  These  qualities,  added  to  his  drive,  in- 
spired me  and  many  of  my  fellow  alumni  to  undertake 
the  task  of  funding  and  constructing  Alumni  Hall.  It 
now  stands  as  a  lasting  memorial  to  him  and  his 
vision."

THE  PUBLICATIONS  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION 

1.  At  9:00  p.m.  Monday  night  (March  27th),  Bob  Stikeman  heard  the  following  stories 
concerning  the  hoax  issues  of  the  Gazette 

—  that  there  were  libelous  statements  m  the  paper 

—  that  the  paper  was  to  be  placed  in  the  Free  Press 
vending  boxes  on  Tuesday  morning. 

2.  At  9:30  p.m.  Bob  Stikeman,  Ellwood  Lemon  &  Brien  Holmes  drove  to  Exeter 

to  review  the  paper's  content  and  speak  with  Mr.  Lizmore  after 
telephoning  all  members  of  the  Publications  Committee. 

3.  Mr.  Lizmore  said  the  distribution  gimmick  had  been  dismissed  by  the  staff. 

4.  Review  of  the  paper's  contents  revealed  the  following: 

a)  an  extremely  libelous  story  on  ex-mayor  Gosnell  concerning 
a  sexual  operation; 

b)  slanderous  statements,  using  the  real  names  of  London's  ten 
citizens; 

c)  belittling  of  Simpson's  Co  who  had  placed  a  genuine  advertisement 
in  the  paper  alongside. 

d)  resurrection  of  events  concerning  a  girl's  activities  in  a  UWO  residence, 
a  relation  of  whom  is  livingthere  this  year; 

e)  slanderous  statements  on  Mayor  Jane  Bigelow  which  were  also  quite 
pornographic; 

f)  a  feminine  hygiene  "ad"  which  had  received  severe  criticism  at 
other  campuses. 

When  Mr.  Stikeman  asked  to  change  the  name  in  d)  Mr.  Lizmore  refused. 

5.  At  this  time  Ross  McGregor  and  Steve  Fuerth  appeared  at  Exeter. 

6.  At  this  time,  Howie  Wright,  the  manager  at  Exeter,  was  contacted  and  on  hearing  the 
Bigelow  story  read  over  the  phone,  came  from  his  home  at  about  11:45  p.m.  as  he  was 
concerned  with  his  legal  liability  as  a  printer. 


usually  reliable  source  that  studcr-ts  from 
University  of  Toronto,  Western.  Queen's, 
Trent,  Waterloo,  Waterloo  Luther-.., 
Guelph,  Windsor,  Carleton  and  York 
assembled  in  front  of  the  Legislature 
Buildings  about  noon  and,  while  waiting  for 
the  Legislature  to  open  at  1  p.m.  burned  -m 
effigy  of  Premier  William  Davis. 

The  students  had  come  to  protest 
recommendations  in  the  Wright  Com- 
mission on  Post  Secondary  Education  which 
would  double  tuition  fees.  The  students 
believe  that  the  provincial  government, 
using  a  Treasury  Board  proposal,  will  raise 
tuition  fees  50  per  cent,  and  then  cut  grants 
to  the  universities,  forcing  the  institutions  to 
raise  tuition  fees  a  further  50  per  cent. 

Once  the  Legislature  was  in  session 
several  hundred  of  the  youthfyul  demon- 
strators crowded  into  the  visitors'  gallery 
and  smoked  marijuana  as  the  budget  was 
brought  down. 


7.  On  his  arrival,  he  informed  Bob  Stikeman, 
Mr.  Lemon,  and  Brien  Holmes  that  he  was 
seriously  concerned,  and  had  in  fact  been 
deleting  portions  of  the  paper  earlier  in

10.  Mr.  Stikeman  said  he  would  leave  the  re- 
writing to  the  Gazette  staff  with  the 
promise  that  the  proofs  he  sent  to  the 
use  office  by  7:30  a.m.  the  next  morn- 
ing for  final  review  by  the  publications 
committee.  Mr,  Wright  urged  that  the 
plates  be  sent  direct  to  Webco  printing 
to  avoid  delay  and  suggested  the  press 
start  running  at  8:30  a.m.  if  the  commit- 
tee didn't  call. 

11.  At  this  time  Mr.  Stikeman,  Mr.  Lemon,  B. 
Holmes,  S.  Fuerth  and  R.  McGregor  all 
returned  to  London  (1:00a.m.) 

12.  At  7:45  a.m.  on  Tuesday  the  Publications 
Committee  met  to  review  the  plates.  Mr. 
Kierans  voted  to  pull  the  paper  and  had 
to  leave.  Meanwhile  Mr.  Wright's  letter 
had  been  read.  Since  the  paper  had  been 
changed  there  was  hesitancy  in  cancel- 
ling the  entire  paper.

Mr.  Strikeman  reportedly  said  "I  came  to 

lake  sure  the  demonstration  is  kept  orderly 

id  business-like,  I  brought  along  a  copy  of 

oberts  Rules  of  Order  to  make  sure  this 

jre  thing  is  carried  out  in  a  proper  man- 

jr." 

Shortly  aftet  making  this  comment,  The 


Freak  Press  learned  that  Mr.  Strikeman 
was  trampled  to  death  by  a  Marvin  Metro 
policeman  riding  a  Shetland  pony. 

With  this  the  crowd's  mood  became  ugly 
and  they  began  pushing  police  officers. 
Chants  of  "We  want  Davis,  get  that  bastard 
out  here", thundered  from  the  mob. 

When  Premier  Davis  appeared  the  mob 
went  wild  and  dozens  of  them  pinned  him  to 
the  front  door  of  the  Legislature.  He  was 
rescued  by  a  dozen  mounted  officers  who 
charged  their  horses  into  the  crowd,  in- 
juring scores  of  students.  Mr.  Davis  suf- 
fered skull  fractures  and  a  broken  toenail. 

Students  picked  up  stones  from  the  rock 
gardens  in  the  park  and  hurled  them  at 
police.  Others  overturned  MPP's  cars 
parked  in  front  of  the  Legislature,  and  set 
fire  to  several. 

Police  battled  back,  wielding  heavy  riot 
sticks.  The  cracking  of  skulls  could  be  heard 
inside  the  Legislature  building  where  MPP's 


by  burning  cars  were  stopped  by  the  mob  of 
demonstrators  which  spilled  onto,  and 
blocked,  Queen's  Park  Circle. 

With  the  battle  raging,  some  of  the  long- 
haired students  stripped  and  began 
cavorting  in  the  park's  lilly  pond.  About  100 
were  charged  with  indecent  exposure,  in- 
cluding former  Students'  Council  president 
Rob  MacKenzy  who  stripped,  mounted  a 
policeman's  horse,  and  rode  around  the 
Queen's  Park  battle  ground  like  Lady 
Godiva,  directing  the  surging  mob  of 
students  and  screaming  "If  they  raise 
tuition  you  won't  have  any  money  left  to  buy 
clothes." 

Police,  aided  by  two  battalions  from  the 
Toronto  Canadian  forces  base  managed  to 
put  down  the  insurrection  about  6  p.m.  A 
reputable  source  told  the  Freak  Press  that 
about  5,000  students  were  arrested,  another 
1000  are  in  hospital  and  75  are  dead,  most  of 
which  were  mangled  by  the  army's  tanks. 


At  8:32  A.M.,  Mr.  Sprague  gave  a  reluc- 
tant 'go  ahead'  to  the  press  which  had 
already  begun  printing. 

13.  By  9:00  a.m.,  Messrs.  Stikeman,  Fuerth, 
Dwyer,  Greber.  Esdaile  and  Sprague  all 
had  a  chance  to  discuss  the  paper,  and  a 
clear  decision  to  stop  the  press  emerged 
by  vote  of  the  Committee. 

14.  Mr.  Sprague  called  Webco  printing  and 
urged  the  press  be  stopped,  but  9000 
papers  had  already  been  printed.  Webco 
said  the  only  thing  it  could  do  was  send 
the  copies  to  the  city  dump  to  be  buried. 
Mr.  Sprague  urged  a  Webco  employee 
oversee  the  dumping  to  ensure  that  no 
one  got  copies  of  it. 

15.  Hearing  Mr.  Lizmore  had  150  advance 
copies.  Mr.  Stikeman.  and  Dwyer  went  to 
the  Gazette  office  and  seized  the  copies 
then  locked  them  m  a  room. 

16.  Mr.  Lizmore.  on  hearing  the  papers  were 
to  be  buried,  arranged  for  the  staffers  to 
get  what  they  could  and  distribute  them 
on  campus. 

17.  Following  release  of  the  papers,  the  USC
